‘“T do not menn to say that this
will be unlversal, nor ean it bo enid to
bo of evil tendency. There are a great
many women who have been Im‘pluﬁ
faithfully in touch with the issues an
problems of the conntry for a number
of venrs and who are as well informed,
and will vote as Intelligently wu, if not
more intelllgzently than, the men, And,
even considering the women who do not
porycss that thorough knowledge, I can-
not see that the advice or influence
given them by thelr husbands can be
for anyihing but good.

Women More Consclentious

“There is one respect in which I be-
lisve women will rise guperior to their
husbands, fathers and sons, I refer to
thele faithfulness in  registering oud
casting their votes, In recent years
especinlly, a great class has risen, nmi
I have heen sorry to note its growth,
composed of men who are elther too lazy
or too indifferent even to take the trou-
ble to cast their ballots.

“‘Such men have eald to me, ‘T do not
like so-an-go feature of our government’
or 'I think that in this réspect our re-
publican form of government has proved
n failure.’ 1 nlways tell them that they
have no right whatsoever to compluin
since they have not had the spirit or
ambition to east their own votes, be
ennse it s a proved maxim that ‘a
country can always get just what it
wantw, if it tries, and if it does not
try, It gets what it deserves.’
